REASONS FOR REJECTION. 
"San Francisco, Calif., Nov. 24, 1903. 
"To the Honorable Board of Trus- 


tees of the City of Alameda—Gentle- 
men:—On the fourth instant s. letter 
was addressed by Mr. J. W. Gillogly, 
City Clerk of the City of Alamecln, to 
the Law Department of the Southern 
Pacific Company notifying it of the 
action of your Honorable Board of 
November 2, instant, granting certain 
franchises to the South Pacific' Coast 
Railway Company and to the Central 
Pacific Railway Company, and request- 
Ing 
Information as to whether 
said 


franchises would be accepted. 


"As general manager of the Southern 


Pacific Company, lessee of the railroad 
properties of said last named compan- 
leg and vice president of the Central 
and South Pacific Coast Railway Com- 
panies, said letter was referred to me 
for answer. 


BURDENSOME 
CONDITIONS. 


"An examination of the franchises In 


question 
will disclose the fa-it that 


they contain ma.ny unusual and bur- 
densome conditions on the part of each 
grantee; among which are the follow- 
ing: 


"In both, it Is expressly provided that 


the present loca.i passenger trpln and 
ferry service at nil not be curtailed, 
that no fewer local passenger trains 
shall be operated than at present; that 
no station or depot (except Sixth street 
on the South Pacific Coast Rillway; 
shall be abolished or discontinued with- 
out the consent 
of 
your Honorable 


Board: that single fare tickets between 
Alameda and San Francisco shall not 
exceed ten cents and between Oakland 
and Alajrieda, five cents; and that 
monthly commutation tVkets between 
San Francisco and Alnn.%la sljyall be 
kept on sale at a price not exceeding 
three dollars, and that in any event 


.•'ingle fare and commutation tickets be- 
,ween San .Francisco ^and 
Alameda 


.shall not exceed the rate -for like ser- 


Ice between San Francisco and Oak- 


land. 


"In the Central Pacific Railroad fran- 


•hlse 'the following additional provls- 
ons-are contained, viz: 


"First, that the grantee shall within 


:;lx months remove its present track on 
Railroad avenue 'between 
Fifth and 


Bighth streets, and restore the street 
to the satisfaction of the Superintend- 
ent of Streets of your city; 


"Second, that It shall not use any 


portion of the main' line, except that 
portion between Harrison street bridge 
to the roadway between Webster and 
Eighth streets, for the transportation 
of freight other than freight destined 
to or from your city. 


MANY PROVISIONS. 


"In the South Pacific Coast Railway 


franchise the following additional pro- 
visions are found: 


"First. That the Fifth and Seventh 


street stations here be established. 


"Second. That a new ferry building: 


at the westerly terminus of the Alame- 
3a Mole be forthwith constructed at a 
cost of not less than: Jlfifl.OOO.

"Third. 
That no freight except to 


or :from Alameda or points between 
Alameda and Santa Cruz be transport- 
ed over the line between the easterly 
boundary of the city and

"Fourth. That single fares between

THE CONCESSIONS.

rilous I have detailed the special con- 
ditions, above referred to at length.

who attempted to force his way to tho 
President and hand him a letter, was 
arrested. He gave his name as Arthur 
P. Demine, 66 years of age, oi Jersey 
Cfty. 
He said he was born In the United 


i States and was a manufacturer 
of a 


"•medicine to cure every disease. When 


the President left the church he de- 
parted by a side entrance lendirif to 
Twenty-third street. 
Deming had In 


some way been allowed to gain access to 
a small ante-room and in that manner 
w»s,di'rectly in the President's ]>athway. 


Deming said later: 
"I handed the President the letter and : 


said: "Please read this on your 
way j 


but.'"

CURE FOR CANCER.

When Demlng held out the letter, the' 


President took it and handed it to a 


• Secret Service man. Deming v.-as -then 


pushed back nnd placed under arrest. He 
raid that he waa A. B. Dennin;:. of 17U 
1 Broadway, and that he had a c-ure for 
'• 


cancer which he wished Emperor William 
to try- He wanted President P.oouovelt 
to write a letter to the Empc ror rec- 
ommending the cure. The President was 
unruffled by the 
Incident. Wl:h 
Mrs. 


Roosevelt, he entered his carriage im- 
mediately and was driven to the Twenty- 
third, street ferry to take the ;rai'n for 
Washington. Deming was taken to the 
Tombs police court. Before being 
ar- 


raigned he said: 


"I don't know why the President did 


not keep my letter Instead of bunding it 
over to a policeman. It is a charcoal 
cancer cure that cannot fail. 3 wanted 
President Roosevelt to write to Emperor 
William, recommending It to him." 


ONCE IN THE, HOUSE. 


It Is 'said that Deming is the man who 


on May 19, 1900, appeared at the House 
of Representatives In Washington and 
startled the House by suddenly shouting 
from Ifte gallery: "Halt, order by the 
arae* of the Lord, listen," and then hav- 
1ns; received the desired attention, pro- 


• eeeded to make a speech to that branch 


of tho Un'ted States Congress. Th-fle or 
four policemen finally hustled him away 
and wcorted him outside tha building. 


It Is also said that last April Tie ap- 
peared at the White S;ar Line pi'er as

Morgan. Andrew Carnegie and 


others were sailing on the Cedrlc and 
preached a sermon to -them.

Two flembers of the Gang Captured 


After Several Lives Are 


Sacrificed. 


PRESIDENT OF THE FIRST NA- 


TIONAL AT SAN JOSE IS 


DEAD. 


CHICAGO, November 27.—Harvey Van 


Dyne Und Peter NledemeSer, accused of 
sensational murders and robberies at 
street car barns In Chicago, are supposed 
to have been trapped in a dugout' near 
Miller Station, Indiana. The dugout has 
been surrounded by tho local police. 
Urgent telegrams for help reached here 
today and flfty men 
under Captain 


Schuettler, assistant chief of police, left 
at once for Miller Station, armed with 
Winchester rifles and revolvers. 


FUSILLADE OF SHOTS. 


Reports from the place say that a 


fusillade of shots has been exchanged 
between the men in the dugout and the 
local police. 


Two of the latter have been wounded. 


The battle is said to have been a furious 
one. 


With the telegrams came requests for 


a physician and a priest. Chief of Police 
Sheehan of Miller Station, in his tele- 
gram, reported that he had no reason to 
doubt that the men surrounded are ac- 
complices of Gustavo Marx, the self- 
confessed bandit who has boon under ar- 
rest In Chicago for sever:il days. 


FIFTY POLICEMEN SENT. 


Fifty 
policemen were 
hurridly dis- 


patched from this city on a special train. 


The dugout 1* In a wild section of 


country on tha shore of Lake Michigan 
and bordering the vast swamps that 
stretch to the southward. The few resi- 
dents near the scene are reported to have 
rallied to 'the aid of the police. 


WOUNDED POLICEMEN. 


Several volleys with rifles 
were sent 


into the dugout, but tlie bandits kept 
under cover. It is thoiurht that one of 
the bandits was Injured. 


The wounded policemen were taken to 


Miller Station and arrangements made to 
flag a fast train to hurry the victims 
to Chicago.

Liverpool In an effort to Intercept the 
bandits. Ha took a locomotive and one 
car from tho first passenger train that 
ran Into the Union depot, loaded It with 
firearm?? and 
ammunition and, after 


swearing into service as many men as 
he could find, started for Liverpool at a 
high ratii of speed. Thn railway company 
In the meantime sent tolegrams along th« 
line calling for volunteers to assist in 
rounding up the fugitives. 


The orders were to capture the men. 


dead or alive. 
Soon hundreds of mfn, 


sworn in as deputies at 
Aetna, Crown 


Point, Liverpool and Tolleston, wero en- 
gaged In the man-hunt. 


In the deserted cave was found cart- 


Ing been tracked across the sand dunes 
of Indiana, along the Like shore. The 
place where they were trapped was a 
so-called dugout or hunter's rude hut. 
The trailing of the bandits waa done by 
a detail of Chicago detectives, not local 
Indiana officers as first reported. Watch- 
ed all night by the detectives, the bandits 
today made a bold attempt to escape, and 
shot two of the would-be captors, one 
seriously. • 


REPORT OF SHOOTING. 


The report of the sl.ootlng reached 


Chief O'Nell just as he was preparing to 
send out fourteen detectives under As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler. The detail was 
Instantly increased- to flfty men and they 
were rushed on a special train. 


"Shoot to kill," Chief O'Neil sternly 


ordered the fifty men, and on the way to 
Miller Station, Assistant Chief Schuettler 
repeated the order emphatically. 


MEN WERE TRAPPED. 


Th* man were trapped byi Detective 


John Sheehan, at the head of ten other 
detectives. They were siien In the vicin- 
ity Sunday and through a tip received 
from a man in Pine Indiana, a town seven 
mile* from Miller Station, who had seen 
one of "the men display a big roll of 
bill*. 


The pair were finally located In tha 


dugout near the 
Baltimore and 
Ohio 


train at a short distance from Miller 
Station. 


OPENED FIRE. 


The desperadoes reali'zc d that they wero 


cornered and opened fire on their cap- 
tors. The latter replied with Interest, but 
confined themselves chielly to kaeping the 
bandits well In hand until reinforcements 
could arrive. 


The bandits attempted to escape and 


this resulted In the wounding of Detec- 
tives Zi'mmer and Seymour. 


The -battle continued for hours, but both 


the officers and bandits were exceedingly 
wary and neither side : cored. Over 100 
shots were exchanged. The police were1 


forced to fight at a.'disadvantage, using 
the 'embankment for railroad tracks as 
protection. 


SCENE OF SHOOTING. 


The scene of the shooting would stage 


the wildest of vendettas. Detective Shee- 
han'said: "I am firmly of tho opim'on 
that If we try to atarve thorn out we will 
have a long time doing IU The situation 
of the cave, the track* In the snow and 
the bravado of the men makeH-m* think 
that It Is well-stocked with both pro- 
vii.'ons and ammunition." 


Evidently th* bandit* had *«l»ot«d th* 


ridges and food and the Interior gave 
every indication of having- been occupied 
for several days. 


TWO 
CAUGHT. 


This afternoon the 
official* 
of 
the- 


Pennsylvania road received word that 
two men tupposed to be tha bandits had 
been captured in a sand pit near East 
Tolleston by railroad hands. 


A third man escaped. 
Both prisoners were wounded. 
Another dispatch stated that Van Dyne,

•The Puritans were a stern and un- 


imaginative people," says a writer In 
the San Francisco Call. 


•Stern they were, Indeed, but not lack- 


Ing in imagination. The most gritted 
poet produced by the English race, the 
one with the most glowing Imagination 
—John Milton—was a Puritan. 
Na- 


thaniel Hawthorne, the greatest novel- 
ist America has yet developed, was a 
Puritan. Cromwell was hlmsslf a maji 
of va«t Imagination. 


While the th.eology or the Puritans 


w«« gloomy and their practice' of It 
•eyere, It was potent to kindle enthusi- 
asm and to fill the mind with vivid 
picture!. 
The mind of the Puritan 


peopled the air with strange shapes, 
demons and evil spirits. The inirltan 
«>w visions and walked throush life 
•with footsteps dogged by the Evil One 
•nd with his peace threatened by 
•witchcraft and conjurations. The se- 
vere formality of his garb, worship 
«nd manner belied the (smouldering 
pMilon n hit aouL 


When the facts coma to be examined, 


1* wU\ be neen that the lack of Ira- 
•ftnKtioa ira» on the side of the Cav- 
alier Instead of the Puritan. Even the 
vein of superstition in the Puritan 
mind took- on lofty and splendid as- 
pect*;' there was grandeur of imagina- 
tion in the Puritan conceptions of the 
rentorceleis and relentless Deity, with 
HiB awful punishments. 


, On this continent the work of the 
Puritans, show ardency of imagination 
tempered by colfl, practical sagacity. 
•Wendell Phillips and Stephen^A. Doug- 
te» were two divergent developments 
of Puritanism. "We see another exam- 
ple of it in the flaming rhetoric of Sar- 
geant S. Prentiss and still another in 
the broad but Bane and clear vision of 
Benjamin Franklin. 
Stonewall Jack- 


son was but a variation of the Puritan 
type—a man who, in imagination- com- 
muned, with angels and fought with 
Ood by his side. 


Thomas Starr King was a product 


of Puritanism stripped of the husk of 
formalism and Calvinism. T:ie col- 
oisal Imagination of C. P. Hur.tingfpn 
w-as of Puritan origin. In truth, one 
wonders that anyone who had given 
them even passing study should have 
called the Puritans 
unimaginative. 


Their peculiar religious tenets gave 
their imaginations strange bents, but 
that glowing spectroscope of the mind 
that we coll imagination was not lack- 
ing in them.
